Mrs. Margaret Lilliendahl sat for five 
hours and twenty miautés in ‘the wit- 
ness box ina crowded, court room 
here today and told about the mur- 
der of her husband for which she and 
Willis Beach are on:trial. Mrs, Lilli- 
endahl, wearing a long widow’s veil 
and a black dress, denied with some 
vehemence that she had killed her 
husband, Dr. William Lilliendahl. 


She. also denlege that, Bogen had 
killed him. é 

The tall, slim woman; testifying in 
her own defense. recited what’ she 
said was the entire truth régarding 
the fatal shooting of-the elderly doc- 
tor in a lane off.th® Atsion Road, 
near. Hammonton, on Sept. 15. She 
reitéfated that two negro hold-up 


men shot hi 2 pave @ graphic 
story of th . Sobbing as she 
testified. 


Mrs. Lilliendahl put into the record 
a denial that she hdd: been: intimate 
with Beach, and while she admitted 
she had carried on a correspondence 
with him under the name of Peggy 
Anderson, she asserted, as did Beach 
on Saturday, that her‘ husband knew 


of it and that it was of no-signifi- 
cance. 


- Feared: Frame-Up, She Says. 

In addition she denied that she 
had. made. pencil marks on road 
maps which thé State contends were 
penciled as part ofthe mufder con- 
spiracy. To this she added a hint 
that she believed prosecution opera- 
tives had marked them after the 
murder. Asked on cross-examina- 


.tion: ‘‘What were you suspicious of? 

What did you think the —— were 
going to do:to you?” e replied: 
“Frame me.’’ 

In her cross-examination by Ss. 
Cameron Hinkle, assistant prosecu- 
tor, which lasted all afternoon, she 
clung to-the main points of the orig- 
inal story. 

Mr. Hinkle pressed his questioning 
of her with a quiet relentlessness.. It 
seemed to anger her. But while,she 
cast disdainful glances at the cross- 
examiner, he preserved the outward 
forms of politeness and pursued her, 
with questions when she tried at 
times to fifd refuge in evasive ‘an- 
swers. 

When she finally left the stand at 
4:30 o’clock her cross-examination 
was still incomplete. Mr. Hinkle had 
touched only briefly on the actual 
events of the murder.

CHEMISTS SEE HOPE 
IN BETTER AUTO FUEL 


American Institute, Meeting at St. 
Louis, Also Hears of Alcohol 
Bootleggers Cannot Use.

ST. LOUIS, Mo., Dec. 5.—Science 
may bring to the public an anti- 
knock, © quick-starting and acceler- 
ating motor fuel, and a denatured 
alcohol which bootleggers cannot 
convert into stock in trade, discus- 
sions disclosed today at the Ameri- 


can Institute of Chemical Engineers’ ; 


meeting at the Hotel Chase. 

The chemical engineers also gave 
the layman to understand that ex- 
periments were being made with 
gasoline which would result in more 
mileage, more gas from crude oil 
and the production of new products 
from petroleum. 

The engineers this morning heard 
a symposium on ‘‘Natural Gas Gaso- 
line,’’ a product obtained from nat- 
ural gas vapors, as differentiated 
from. the gasoline.obtained from pe- 
troleum, 

Dr. George Granger Brown, profes- 
sor of chemical engineering at the 
University of Michigan, who for the 
last two years had been devoting his 
time.to experiments in the more.effi- 
cient use of natural gas gasoline, in 
@ paper on ‘‘Natural Gasoline. and 
Motor: Fuels,” summarized the work 
done by the Natural Gasoline Associ- 
ation along these lines. 

The use of substantial proportions 
of. natural gas gasoline with the 
ordinary gasoline makes the motor 
start more easily in the Winter and 
has an anti-knock value, Dr. Brown 
declared. While most refiners have 
been blending some of this natural 
gasoline with their staple gasoline, 
Dr. Brown ‘declared that more can 
be used with benefit. 

Specific recommendations . have 
been made concerning the starting 
and anti-knock values of natural gas- 
oline in motor fuel, according to Dr. 
Brown. Thére are products in the 
natural. gasoline gas, Dr. Brown 
showed, which, when. blended’ with 
petroleum gasoline, will cut out the 
knock and make for quicker start- 
ing. The fuel, he said, also has pe- 
culiar advantages for aviation uses. 

J. H. James, Professor of Chemi- 
cal Engineering at the Carnegie In- 
stitute. of Technology,.spoke on “A 
Commercial Plant for Catalytic Oxi- 
dation of Oils,” Professor’ James 
has developed a process for manu- 
facturing an alcohol ‘denaturant 
which.is now. authorized by.the.Gov- 
ernment for use.

The witnesses heard in open court 
included Admiral Sir William Regi- 
nald Hall, director of naval intel- 
ligence, who, corroborating other 
evidence given Saturday, testified 
that he had been consulted by George 
Monkland, the Lloyd’s underwriter, 
after the prisoner, McCartney, had 
asked Monkland to obtain informa- 
tion about the British Air Service, 
and so on. 

Monkland, when cross-examined 
by counsel for the defendants, de- 
nied he had been the first to ap- 
presek McCartney, but admitted that 

e had accepted £25 from McCartney 
for supplying him with false inform- 
ation. e maintained that this was 
to find out what McCartney was 
about. 

The witness reiterated that Mc- 
Cartney had told him to take any- 
thing really important which he 
might discover to the Soviet Em- 
bassy in London and added that his 
instructions were to say he was ‘“‘one 
of the firm.’’ The hearing was ad- 
journed till Wednesday, when the 
defendants, who deny the charges, 
will be committed for trial.

SAYS ALL ARE COMPETING 


Chicago Decision Finds Rivalry 
Is Keen and There Is No 
Traffic in Patents. 


CASE LASTED: TWO YEARS 


Report Recommending Dismissal of 
Government Suit Holds Defendants 
Have No Control of Market. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 5 @).—The Stand- 
ard Oil Company and fifty other oil 
companies have not violated the 
Sherman Anti-Trust law, as charged 
in a suit instituted by the Govern- 
ment three years ago, a _ special 
Master in Chancery reported today. 

In filing his findings with the Fed- 
eral District Court here, the master, 
Charles Martindale of Indianapolis, 
asserted there was no evidence that 
there existed a conspiracy in re- 
straint of trade, maintenance of a 
monopoly, price-fixing or pooling of 
patent rights. He, recommended the 
dismissal of the suit for want of 
equity. 

The defendants included the Stan- 
dard Oil Companies of Indiana, New 
Jersey, Kentucky, Kansas, Louisiana, 
New York, California and Ohio, the 
Standard Development Company, the 
Texas Company, the Sun Oil Com- 
pany, the Magnolia Petroleum Com- 
pany, the H’ mble Oil and Refining 
Compan), the White Eagle Oil Com- 
pany and the Roxana Petroleum Cor- 
poration. 

The suit was broughtin 1924 by the 
Department of Justice and filed in 
the Circuit Court of Appeals,.a pro- 
cedure obtained because the Govern- 
ment represented it to. be of unusual 
importance, 

ere not only is no evidence of a 
conspiracy in restraint of trade, Mr. 
Martindale sg but it is patent 
that competition is actual and gen- 
ae and. the marketing rivalry 

een. 

The master could find no reason 
for ‘believing that the defending 
companies procured patents, as con- 
tended by the Government, to fur- 
ther a conspiracy and to freeze” 
out rival companies. 

Specifically referring to the Bur- 
ton ‘‘cracking’’ process, owned by 
the Standard Oil Company of In- 
diana, he said that if this idea had 
not been developed the supply of 
gasoline would have been reduced 
and the price would have been 
higher. 

r. Martindale, according to his 
report, found that the adjustment 
made by the Standard of Indiana 
and the Texas company over con- 
flicting patents was beneficial to the 
public. Had the two corporations 
left the settlement of that contro- 
versy to litigation, the master said, 
there probably would have been a 
shortage of gasoline, and the public 
would have paid double what it did 
for the commodity. 

The master held that the patents 
covered substantial, valuable and 
highly useful improvements and 
bre t-Ke(-) ssible the manufacture of 
cracke Fe asoline in commercial quan- 
tities, ey, he continued, increased 
the yield of gasoline’ per barrel of 
crude oil many times, and have en- 
abled the supply of gasoline to meet 
éver increasing demand. 

Commenting upon the Govern- 
ment’s charge that the contracts _be- 
tween the principal defendants had 
stifled competition, Mr. Martindale 
reported: 

“The competition between each and 
all of the defendants is actual and 
genuine, and the marketing rivalry 
is keen. The rivalry of the so-called 
independents — manufacturers of 
cracked gasoline—is of such volume 
and the competition is so extensive 
and widely distributed that the de- 
fendants have no control, whatever, 


over either the supply or the market

‘“‘Probably: it \should be observed 
that during the year Canadian ports 
lost some of ‘their former attractions 
as bases for the_ high-class liquor 
smugglers,’’ said Mrs. Willebrandt. 
“This has been due to the more strin- 
gent regulations which have been 
rown about in-transit liquor opera- 
tions by the Canadian Government. 
“The larger and more powerful op- 
erators, therefore, have abandoned 
Canada. On .the West Coast they 
have been trying out the usefulness 
of the Society ds and on the

Two. series of letters written by 
Dickens to Maria have been pre- 
served by her only surviving daugh- 
ter. The first series was written in 
the Spring of 1883. In them Dickens 

m the rdle of a rejected 
putter and Maria is shown to be of a 
capricious nature. 

“Our meetings of late,’’? Dickens 
wrote, “‘have been little more than 
s0 many displays of heartless indif- 
ference on the one hand, while on 
the other they have never failed to 
prove a fertile source of wretched- 
ness and misery—thank 


God! ' 
“TE can claim for myself, I feel, that 


I deserve the merit of having’ ever 
throughout our intercourse acted 
fairly, indulgently and honorably. 
Under kindness and encouragement 
one day and a total change of con- 


duct the next I have ever been the 


same.”’ 

In another letter Dickens wrote: 

“IT have no hopes to express and 
no wishes to communicate—I have

ever bore from a woman before— 
dare say I can bear more.’’ 

In‘his last —— Dickens declared: 

‘The love I now tender is as pure 
and lasting as at any period of our 
former correspondence. 

That was in 1833. Thereafter no 
more correspondence passed between 
them for twenty-two years. The 
second series of letters began with 
one dated Feb. 10, 1855, after Maria, 
then Mrs. Henry Winter, had re- 
opened the correspondence. Dickens, 
replying to her letter, said: 

“Three or four and twenty years 
vanished like a dream when I opened 
it [the letter] with the touch of. my 
young friend David Copperfield 
when he was in love. You may 
have seen that in little bits Dora 
touches your own self sometimes. I 
wonder if you have sometimes laid 
down that book and thought how 
truly that boy must have loved me, 
how vivdly that man remembers it.’’

For at least a 
century the literary tradition - in 
Buenos ‘Aires, as in other South 
American capitals, was fixed by 
Spain -and~-by--Franee. -—-Such plays 
as were produced were of the clas- 
sical type. and. ordinarily were pre- 
sented by visiting companies from 
fereign theatres. But Jatterly a vig- 
orous spirit of nationalism..has as- 
serted itself in. Argentina; as in 
other parts’ of South America, and 
the result has ‘been the creation of 
a native drama interpreted. by’ play- 
ets trained-at home. Their domestic 
success has led them to venture 
abroad. It is only after a season 
in Madrid and Paris, followed by an 
engagement in Havana, that the Ar- 
gentine players of the Ode6én Theatre 
of Buenos Aires have come to show 
their quality, and the range of Ar- 
gentine playwrights, for the next 
two weeks in New. York. 

To judge them solely by their first 
production at the Manhattan Opera 
House last night would be premature 
and unfair.

things are mentioned rather in won- 
der than in criticism. How could a 
production that was so taut and 
neat at moments lapse so sadly into 
helter-skelter? 

About the resources of the com- 
pany as a whole and the capacity of 
its leading members there can be 
no doubt. Their performance was 
often impressive and promised to be 
even better in better plays—if they 
have them in their repertory. In 
especial does the advance praise of 
Camila Quiroga seem not to have 
been too much overdone. All 
through the first. act she attained 
power through repose and restraint, 
showing herself an adept: in the most 
approved modern methods of ‘acting. 
Later she had to go through a rather 
terrible fit of rage ending in pro- 
longed and mimetic hysterics; but 
this was a stern and heavy duty laid 
upon her by the playwright. One felt, 


however, from. her richer and finer 
moments, as also from observation 
of her strong: but subtle face and 
her expressive pose and gesture, that 
she could fill noble réles if only the 
native Argentine dramatists. would 
write them for her. Neither her 
potential range nor latent power was 
fitly or consistently called upon in 
last night’ s play. 

It is a story of intrigue -gd passion 
starting in a cheap eafé in. Buenos 
Aires, and running through the sub- 
sequent domestic tragedies and hor- 
rors of the marriage of a young man 
to the ruinéd victim of his own 
father’s lust. If the thing had to be 
done, it was well done. The comic 
interludes were in especially compe- 
tent hands. But it was upon Senora 
Quiroga that the éclat of the per- 
formance depended, and the superior 
talent which she displayed is beyond 
question. If she occasionally ‘‘blew 
up’? with excess of temperament end 
was too obedient to the old explosive 
tradition of the Spanish theatre, she 
showed often that she knew how to 
be superlative by avoiding superla- 
tives, and to smooth the roughness 
of emotion by a suggestive temper- 
ancy. One would gladly see her in a 
worthier part. 

The company and its playwright 
identified themselves as genuinely 
native -Argentinian in bearing and 
speech. The Spanish used was that 
“Andaluz’’ which the conquistadores 
carried to Mexico and South America 
end fixed there.. In the performance 
there was no pretense of aping the 
rigors of Castilian pronunciation. 
Moreover, as befitted a city with as 
large an Italian population as Buenos 
Aires has, Italian exclamations and 
phrases were frequently thrown in. 

Reception of the play by the vast 
audience in the Manhattan: was 
tumultuous. It is to be hoped that 
this was not merely the exuberant 
welcome of the Spanish colony’ of 
New Yark,. and that the subsequent 
appeara ces of the Quiroga company 
will fully justify. the coming to this 
city ‘of these interesting Argentine 
Players.

Of course, also, there was love in- 
terest, and the pair the authors tried 
all evening to keep separated for- 
ever came together at last, as all true 
lovers do, at least on the stage. But 
for a time it was nip and tuck, a 
Villainous doctor with hypnotic eyes 
and knowledge of all the subtle 
poisons of the Amazonian region 
being the apparent winner up to the 
curtain of the second act. 

“The Banshee”’ is a play without a 
star.

OUR WONDERFUL AIR MAIL. 


The airway map of the United 
States.is beginning to look like a 
railway chart.. Thirteen air trans- 
port companies are taking mail reg- 
ularly between New York and gan 
Francisco,. with connecting side lines 
running to Boston, Pittsburgh and 
Detroit in the East, Dallas in the 
South, and Minneapolis-St. Paul, 
Pueblo, Pasco, Los Angeles and Se- 
attle in the West. The transconti- 
nental line passes through Chicago, 
Des Moines, Cheyenne, Salt Lake 
City, Elko, Reno and Sacramento. 
Mail planes fly 16,500 miles daily. 
This total will be greatly increased 
by a new line from New York to 
Atlanta, Mobile and New Orleans, 
and when others linking Albany with 
Cleveland, Cleveland with Louis- 
ville, Chicago with Cincinnati, and 
Dallas with Galveston and Laredo 
are opened. Contracts have been 
already let. 

The existing companies carry mail 
and express in the proportions of 75 
to 25 per cent. Passengers are ac- 
commodated between Boston and 
New York, New York and Chicago, 
Chicago and Dallas, Chicago and 
San Francisco, Cheyenne and Pueb- 
lo, Salt Lake City and Los Angeles 
and Los Angeles and Seattle. As 
a convenience the air mail is more 
and more appreciated. In the twelve 
months of 1926 mail matter trans- 
ported between New York and San 
Francisco weighed 286,028 pounds, 
while in the first six months of 1927 
the total was 212,976 pounds. In the 
latter period of 5,272 trips scheduled, 
4,587, or 87 per cent., were complet- 
ed. The causes of failure were bad 
weather, structural or mechanical 
trouble and shortage of equipment.

GARIBALDI had ‘madé his “conquest 
of the south and the Italian King- 
dom was proclaimed. 

Between_1870 and the World War 
Franco-Italian relations ran the 
normal course of rapprochements 
and. estrangements, depending on 
internal politics and accompanying 
foreign policies. Irritation rose high 
in 1881° when Italy was hesitating 
about the occupation of Tunisia-and 
France stepped in and took the 
country for herself. But if Italy 
soon after joined with Germany and 
Austria to form the Triple Alliance, 
the reason was rather the desire 
to placate Austria than resentment 
against France. Neither at Rome 
nor at Vienna was it seriously de- 
nied that it- was a case of being 
allies or going to war. 

On .behalf of basic friendship be- 
tween France and Italy is the.con- 
sideration that they have been allies 
in two great struggles, one for 
Italian independence and one result- 
ing in the conquest of Italia Irre- 
denta. On the debit side have been 
the recurrence of a patronizing atti- 
tude on the part of France, Italian 
aspirations for African colonies and, 
recently, the Balkan line-up with 
Yugoslavia preferring French friend- 
ship to Italian. This may be rivalry, 
but lacking are the ancient feuds of 
other parts of Europe. BRIAND’S 
work for friendship with Italy should 
not be the most difficult of his 
tasks. 


FATHER AND SON.

But it is BRIAND’s contention that 
occasional high words do not con- 
stitute enmity... In MUSSOLINI’S _re- 
marks on the subject of Italy’s legit- 
imate aspirations there will occur 
sometimes “a phrase which has not 
all the measure of friendliness 
“which I should desire; ‘yet that is 
“no reason why one should get 
“excited.” In Europe’s state of 
nerves it has been exceptionally 
easy to get excited. Wherever in- 
ternational friction is noted the habit 
is to signalize a “danger-spot.” Yet 
obviously friction on the German- 
Polish frontier or the Rumanian- 
Hungarian frontier, where the scars 
of war are fresh, must be distin- 
guished from Franco-Italian fric- 
tion, where the diagnosis would be 
rivalry and irritation instead of his- 
toric hatred. 

During more than three-quarters 
of a century France and Italy. have 
‘had no major quarrel. ta that’ ‘time 
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Many an’ PR! Sa critic has 
Fan ty the naturalness, of THACK- 
ERAY’S ‘work as the great quality in 
his portrayal of. character. So closely | 
do the thoughts, motives ‘and tastes 
of his people follow those of real |: 
beings that the search for originals 
among the novelist’s acquaintance 
fhas been lively, and in some in- 
stances productive of fairly clear 
parallels.. As records of people and 
events of the time have been brought 
up to date, it is often seen that a 
character accepted. at first as: a lit- 
eral transcription of an individual 
turns out to be a composite, with 
something of the original in it and 
@ generous addition.of the author’s 
satiric art. 

The Hindu interest in many “wage 
lish novels has led P. R. KRiSHNA- 
SWAMI, a lecturer at one of the Brit- 
ish governmental colleges in India, 
to make.a study of the sources of 
certain authors’ information. His 
search for the original of Colonel 
Newcome adds a new figure to, those 
already suggested. In the last Corn- 
hill magazine he presents the inter- 
esting details which have convinced 
him that the original of that char- 
acter was Sir THOMAS MUNRO. 

Of the outstanding personalities 
in India at the time, he was the one 
most likely to have won the admira- 
tion of THACKERAY. The Hindu critic 
points out that not only current ar- 
ticles and a “Life of Munro” but 
close contact with people who knew 
him and served under him would 
have made him very real to the 
novelist. His uncle, WILLIAM THACK- 
ERAY, had béen a trusted lieutenant, 
and others who knew him well lent 
their views and colored his respect- 
ful admiration with affection. and 
sympathy. His own separation from 
his parents while they were in India 
and their solicitude for him had 
touched him deeply, a feeling that is 
reflected in Colonel Newcome’s let- 
ters to his son. If MUNRO is the 
model for the character, his sadness 
at being separated from his chil- 
dren may have provided further 
inspiration for Colonel Newcome’s 
love for his son and his fondness for 
all children. 

One letter to his wife written after 
she and one of the little boys had 
gone “home” well represents the 
others in its melancholy and poetic 
distress: 

How delightful it was to see him 
walking or running or stopping to 
endeavor to explain something with 
his hands to help his language! 
How easy, and artless, and beauti- 
ful are all the motions of a child! 
Everything that he does is grace- 
ful. -All his little ways are endear- 
ing, and they are the arms which 
nature has given him for his pro- 
tection, because they make every- 
body feel an attachment for him. I 
have lost his society just at a time 
when it was most interesting. 

It is not surprising if THACKERAY 
found in these letters of MUNRO an 
added quality for Colonel Newcome, 
if not a complete model.

When the last call 
Bonds for redemption of 
Still ‘the Second Liberty 
Unredeemed, mds became ef- 
fective on Nov. 15, 
the Treasury reported that $732,000,- 
000 of the original $3,807,000,000 were 
still in the hands of investors. On 
that day $298,000,000 were ‘turned in, 
and the question was left to be tested 
by time, how much longer the hold- 
ers of the rémaining $434,000,000, 
which no longer bore interest, would 
neglect to present them for cash.. 

They have come in rather more 
rapidly than was expected, and the 
Treasury’s latest report, covering the 
amount outstanding at the end of 
November,. shows only $147,413,000 
still unaccounted for. That is itself a 
tidy sum, however, and it leaves the 
question open how large an army of 
holders of one or two ‘‘Second Liber- 
ties,’’ inaccessible to Treasury no- 
tices or Postoffice bulletins or radio 
broadcasts, may still be awaiting the 
next interest day. 

To such people—who had perhaps 
relied for information solely on the 
fact that a ‘‘called bond’’ still re- 
tains the coupons up to the ultimate 
maturity date, which with this Lib- 
erty loan was November, 1942—the 
positive reminder will come when they 
try to cash their coupons for the 15th 
of next May. The amount which may 
have ween forgotten or lost or de- 
stroyed cannot well be estimated until 
after that date. The ‘‘Victory loan”’ 
bonds. of 1919 came to actual maturity 
in May of 1923, but the Treasury re- 
ports $2,712,100 of them still unpre- 
sented at the end of last month. 
Nevertheless, $27€,800 of ihem have 
been presented for payment in the 
past twelve months and so have 
$140,430 of matured bonds issued by 
the United States Government be- 
fore the war. 


Liorp Georce’s re-

|heroic Jabor must have brought 
cheer to the stout heart of this 
pioneer in the midst of a great city, 
who must be remembered even now 
by some as a giant of small stature 
with the semblance cf Santa Claus.

Fearing lest the work which 
he had begun might end with him, 
he sent for his son, an engineer, 
who after graduating from Yale had 
spent some time in study abroad 
and was then building a bridge out 
in the Middle West, to come back 
and “carry on.” This was. the fa- 
ther’s bequest to the son who bears 
his name and who himself, after 
serving actively in that office for 
éxactly half, of the seventy-five 
years, has felt obliged on account of 
impaired health to retire and has 
passed his larger task on to other 
competent hands. He has had the 
satisfaction of seeing this saciety, 
the first of its kind in America it is 
believed, adapt itself with great 
efficiency to the changing needs 
of: children inthis ever-changing 
city; doing its work with enlarged 
means and varied provision but hold- 
ing still to the foundation function 
of the society: the placing of boys 
and girls under hopeless city condi- 
tions in families in the country. Well 
toward forty thousand children have 
been so placed and 87 per cent. of 
them have’ grown’ up to be good 
citizens—the majority of them farm- 
ers and farmers’ wives. 

A son often ‘carriés on a father’s 
business or profession, but here is a 
unique record in the field of philan- 
thropy—the’ more. remarkable that 
the son<set out to be a bridge- 
builder. .No one cafi_ doubt that he 
has done a far greater and more 
beneficent. work in building the 
bridges that have carried these thou- 
sands of children into wholesome 
homes. The wenree of his success has 
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much land under cultivation. So it 
proposes to reclaim millions of acres 
more in order to increase cver- 
production. 

In addition to more land, when 
already the farmer is informed that 
too much is worked, the farm doc- 
trinaires would increase the effi- 
ciency of the farmer. Farming suf- 
fers from insufficient man power. 
Therefore raise it by means of new 
machinery. That will increase pro- 
duction both per capita and in the 
total, so that the farm surplus will 
be enlarged. But the surplus is the 
very thing which plays the mischief 
with American agriculture, and 
which it is desired to get rid of. 

Mr. Birkett recounts a few things 
from his own. experience on the 
farms which he thinks mak? heav- 
ily against the theorists about farm- 
ing. Still he admits that ‘‘farm 
relief’ has made great headway 
and that there seems to be no way 
of stopping it. It covers a multitude 
of political sins. But his cynical con- 
clusion is that ‘‘farm aid and allied 
phrases are sacred, Their function 
is odd. Briefly, it is to crzate, aggra- 
vate. and perpetuate the evils they 
propose to overcome.”’

Deaf Automobile Drivers. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In_ revoking the driver's license of Herbert 
Disalio for impersonating Gustave Ehret, a 
déaf-mute, in a driving test, Chief Magis- 
trate McAdoo, in a lecture from the bench, 
is quoted as saying: 

“Knowing the danger to the public that 
this deaf and dumb man in charge of a 
powerful engine might be, you went before 
public authorities. * * *’’ 

Such a remark implies Magistrate McAdoo 
is under the impression that it is a crime 
for a deaf man to drive an automobile in 
the State of New York. I can cite “no 
higher authority in refutation of this than 
Comniissioner Charles A. Harnett of the 
Bureau of Motor Vehicles, who knows there 
are scores of deaf drivers in the State. 

I respectfully refer. Magistrate McAdoo to 
the files of his own Traffic Court and chal- 
lenge him to produce evidence of one deat 
driver who has had his license revoked for 
any reason whatsoever, 

The deaf have the right to drive auto- 
mobles-in practically every State of the 
Union, The consensus of opinion among 
those in charge of licensing-of motorists in 
some of the largest States is that the deaf 
are the most careful drivers of all, 

I agree with Magistrate McAdoo that the 
act of Disalio was reprehensible, the more 
so since the deaf man himself could have 
taken. the test legally—but with his theory 
of a deaf man at the wheel of a car be- 
coming a ‘‘wild thing running et large’ I 
disagree entirely.

truding: in such a matter, which. it. 
looks upon as peculiarly the concern 
of European nations. 

From Wacuiington, and from the 
office of the Secretary of Commerce, 
has come Mr. Hoover’s annual report 
for his department. This treats ex- 
haustively of the national state of 
health viewed from’ a commercial 
angle. We are well, indeed, submits 
its author; amazingly robust. In 
proof we have given.us the creditable 
statement that our rate of real 
wages, in the fiscal year of 1927, 
“remained higher than ‘anywhere else 
in the world or than at any other 
time in world history.’’ Among the 
important items in the report is to be 
noted the mention of the command- 
ing position maintained by our coun- 
try in its commerce. with foreign 
nations. 

This is not to belittle the value of 
the, Secretary's report. The confi- 
dence reposed in him as head of his 
department is above political parti- 
sanship. The great mass of our peo- 
ple will welcome this annual state- 
ment; it will have a beneficial and 
stabilizing influence throughout , our 
country and beyond. But what ought 
to be taken seriously to heart by 
every loyal American is the revela- 
tion of our national spiritual status 
shown in the simultaneous publica- 
tion of these two announcements. We 
are materially prospérous, amazingly 
so. However, one looks in vain for a 
commensurate growth in spiritual 
vision. Foreign trade is decidedly im- 
portant to us, but to aid in the inter- 
national affairs of Governments be- 
yond our continent, that is ‘‘peculiar- 
ly their own concern.’’ Are not all 
these our brethren, or is: it that we 
are not, at any rete, their keepers? 

There has been a widespread in- 
clination. severely to. criticize the 
clergy of our country who have 
spoken from their pulpits in behalf of 
suchias the League of Nations, dis- 
armament conferences and similar 
movements aimed at effecting world 
peace. The contention. chiefiy has 
been that such topics are outside the 
province ‘of the clergyman. But, if 
we look at the matter from the point 
of view that all men are brethren 
under God, it is difficult to under- 
stand how one sincerely can claim 
that the church and the synagogue 
should bar from their pulpits the 
discussion of this general subject. 

I believe that we need to have a 
forceful urging throughout the length 
and breadth of our country that 
wherever men have been com- 
missioned to preach the message of 
the Bible they ought to bring. this 
matter of the necessity of world: 
peace before their people until the 
rank and file of our citizenry are 
alive to the importance of the sub- 
ject and are cognizant of their own 
responsibility in bringing our Gov- 
ernment out of its present isolation. 

The details of all such plans must 
be left. to the.minds of statesmen, but 
the real purpose of their work must 
not be monopolized by them. Be- 
caus: to a large .xtent now it is, we 
are making slow progrc:s in promot- 
ing world: peace, church unity, inter- 
national brotherhood and fellowship. 

The present spiritual status of 
America is sharply manifested in the 
contrasted items mentioned. We are 
encouraged and happy over Mr. 
Hoover’s report, proud of our na- 
tional achievements in. the realm of 
commerce as it affects both the 
home and foreign markets. And we 
are unconcerned over the news from 
Geneva, unconcerned over our lack 
of participation in the efforts to fur- 
ther world peace. 

From a numbcr of sources, among 
them the editors of some of our most 
influential publications, are coming 
admirabie sermons on the gospel of 
peace among men. May we not have 
from the pulpits of America such 
preaching on this subject as will for- 
ever dissociate it from the realm of 
politics and show its profound spirit- 
ual significance? The greatest need 
for America today. is that our nation, 
as a people, will kneel before its God 
and sincerely consecrate its prosper- 
ity.

1,700,000 Saw Games: in -1927— 
Tulsa and Oklahoma City Must 
“ Stay in Western.

DALLAS, Texas, Dec. 5.—Adop- 
tion of a new constitution, the out- 
standing clause of which is designed 
to operate against major league ac- 
quisition of American Association 
baseball clubs, marked a harmonious 
annual meeting of the association of- 
ficlals here today. 

The meeting unanimously adopted 


a provision that the Board of Direc-| 


tors of the league must approve any 
sales, or must be given’ an opportu- 
nity to purchase any franchise for 
the league, in case the sale is not 
approved. Henry Killilea of Milwau- 
kee was made a member of the 
league Finance Committee. 

Minor leagues showed great inter- 
est in a decision tonight by the Na- 
tional Board of Arbitration blocking 
the efforts of the Tulsa and Okla- 
homa City baseball clubs to bolt the 


4] Western League and join the Texas 


circuit. The board ruled the teams 
occupied territory belonging to the 


Western and it could not be trans-| 


ferred to the Texas. 

Many baseball clubs represented 
here for the National Professional 
Baseball Association meeting tomor- 
row announced they were in the mar- 
ket for players, but not a single deal 
developed during the day. Lobby talk 
was that cash deals in preference to 
trading was holding wp exchanges of 
players. 


1,700,000 Saw 1927 Games. 


Reports to the association meeting 
indicated the league is looking for- 
ward to a record-breaking year. Pres- 
ident Hickey reported 1,700,000 per- 
sons clocked the turnstiles in 1927 
and that three parks are to be im- 
proved this Winter, giving the circuit 
greater seating capacity. Indianapolis 
ig building a new plant and Toledo 
and Milwaukee are rebuilding their 
parks. 

The new provision in the American 
Association. constitution will not 
change the status of the Columbus 
Club, the only association team 
owned by a major league club. Cin- 
cinnati recently acquired the Colum- 
bus franchise and no action that the 
league could have taken would have 
changed the relationship of the two 
clubs, Thomas J.. Hickey .of Chi- 
cago, President of the association, 
said. ° 

The owners spent little time dis- 
cussing the major ownership clause. 
It replaced a clause defeated four to 
four yesterday which stated that the 
association did not favor major 
ownership. 

Mr. Hickey said the club owners 
were of one mind on elimination of 
major league ownership, but that 
yesterday’s attempt to warn the 
majors away failed because of the 
direct language contained. 

John H. Farrell, Chairman of the 
National Board, issued a statement, 
explaining the board’s position in 
the Western League controversy. 


Must Observe Territorial Rights. 


“The reserve laws and territorial 
rights are the pillars of organized 
baseball,’”’ he said, ‘‘and when you 
tear one away you destroy the 
strength of the entire fabric. The 
decision simply means the cities are 
Western League territory . It does 
not. mean that ‘Oklahoma City and 
Tulsa cannot‘ get out of the league. 
If they can buy out, we have nothing 
to do about it, That’s the Western 
League’s business. 

“Since ‘we were forced to make a 
decision, I am glad it has been done, 
for it may settle similar controver- 
sies that are beginning to arise in 
other. sections.’’ 

It was intimated following the de- 
cision that the two cities might at- 
tempt to buy their way out of the 
Western, but the Western has re- 
peatedly shown such a move would 
not be welcomed. 

Decisions in several minor controy- 
ersies were settled by the Board of 
Arbitration. Player Carl Spencer, 
who was claimed by Rochester and 
Savannah after being sold to Atlanta 
for $3,500, was awarded to Savannah, 
that is, the purchase price was 
awarded to Savannah. 

A claim which W. H. Kelly, a 
Minneapolis player, made ages 
Buffalo was disallowed. C. W. Walk- 
er’s claim against the Baltimore club 
of the Internationa] League was dis- 
allowed, and Wallis Hurt, claimed by 
Indianapolis of the American Asso- 
ciation and Decatur of the Three-Is, 
was awarded to Indianapolis.

Van Zandt Lane, both members of 
the Advisory Alumni Football Com- 
mittee of N. Y.. U., were closeted 
with Meehan for more than an hour 
at Makay’s offices at 347 Fifth Ave- 
nue. Apparently no definite promise 
was exacted from Meehan at’ that 
time, for the three men left for 
luncheon at the Hotel Pennsylvania 
where the discussion was continued 
until late in the afternoon.

The upheaval will come, he said, 
with the announcement of the find- 
ings of the Carnegie Foundation. 
Huff’s warning was supported: by 
President David Kinley of te Uni- 
versity of Illinois, who detailed the 
evils to. which college athletics, espe- 
cially football, are susceptible. Com- 
mercialism, hign mr acto to coaches, 
and overexcitement, in’ his opinion, 
are overemphasized, but drinking, | so 
before, after and during games, was 
termed unfortunate, and he. urged 
that the alumni of schools undertake 
the abolition of the practice. 

Dr. Kinley said he understands the 
Carnegie investigation .will furnish a 
list of the alleged evils of athletics 
without furnishing names of offehd- 
ers. 


The Carnegie Foundation survey 
has already been completed, it was 
announced on Nov. 6, but Howard 
J. Savage of the foundation staff, 
who was in charge of the survey, de- 
clared at the time that the report 
would not be ready until August at 
least and probably later.

WNYC to Start “Air College” With

Radio broadcasting stations 
throughout .the country are not en- 
tirely satisfied with 
brought about by the wave length 
shifts made by the Federal Radio 
Commission on Dec. 1, it appeared 
from a telegraphic symposium ‘con- 
ducted yesterday by the Freed-Bise- 
mann Radio Corporation. 

‘There is no solution except redtic- 
ing the number of stations so that 
no more than one station of 5,000 
watts or more shall operate on a 
channel, although the present situa- 
tion is much improved over fotmer 
commission assignments,’’ said 
Frank W. Elliott of WOC, Daven- 
port, Iowa, former President of the 
National Association of Broadcast- 
ers. 


WOWO, Fort Wayne, Ind., one of 
the Columbia Broadcasting System 
stations, reported: ‘‘Cold weather 
permits stations above and below us 
to increase interference. Outside of 
@ seventy-mile radius a station with 
less than 5,000 watts power and ex- 
clusive channe] cannot be heard to 
be of any practical value. For any 
station to be of national service and 
value with any degree of consistency 
it must have high power and exclu- 
sive channel. We could increase our 
service if granted license with more 
power end exclusive channel.’’ 

John Shepard, owner of WNAC, 
Boston, said: ‘‘A\ change of about 
twenty kilocycles in our present 
wave length would be desirable to 


allow us to operate further away 
from WJZ. Favorable action by the 
Radio Commission on our application 
for 5,000 watts would also be of as- 
sistance, but because of conditions 
in New England high wave length is 
essential.”’ 

Western reception is still being in- 
terfered with by heterodyne howls, 
KIF, Los Angeles, Cal., reported. 

WHT, Chicago, which is on a 
lower wave length, said: ‘‘Early in- 
dications show that reception is ap- 
parently improved because of new 
wave le especially on distance. 
We are particularly anxious for in- 
tensive coverage in a 300-mile radius 
and will judge eventually the desir- 
sae: 4 of present power and wave 

h on that basis.’’

than boxing,” the champion’ told

sey City last night. He was the 
guest of Governor A. Harry Moore 
of New Jersey, who has been the 
head of the Lafayette Men’ s Club 
for twenty-five- years. 

“T attended a football match in 
Washington a week ago Saturday,’’ 
Tunney said; ‘‘and I saw five men 
knocked out ‘clean. All required the 
attendance of surgeons and ‘were re- 
vived.. I never saw such a spectacle 
in boxing. 

The ehchidion declared that injur- 
ies received in football were often 
apparent twenty years after. ‘‘Injur- 
ies sustained in scrimmage,’’ he-said, 
“‘are more permanent than those re- 
ceived in boxing.’’

On the Stock Exchange yesterday’s 
moyement’ of prices was confused. 
‘Declines were numerically in the 
majority, but there were also many 

advances, several of which ran 
to 6, 9 and 10 per cent., with only 
partial reaction before the close, 
Railway shares as a group were 
lower; perhaps because the full com- 
pilation of earnings for October was 
momentarily awaited, perhaps be- 
cause of doubt over the November 
earnings which are yet to be pub- 
lished, and whose comparison with 
1926 may be foreshadowed by the 
recent unfavorable car-loading state- 
ments for the month. So far as con- 
cerned the governing influences on 
the day’s stock market, they appar- 
ently consisted of new buying orders 
from the outside public, offsetting 
realizing sales by some of last 
week’s buyers. 

The remarkable movement of ster- 
ling exchange continued; at $4:87% 
for sight bills and $4.88% for cables 
it passed the previous high point of 
the year, 3 cents in the pound ster- 
ling above the price of this date in 
1926 or 1925, and 256 and 3% cents 
respectively above the same day in 
the two years before the war. The 
singular aspect of this movement, 
which has elicited from home and 
foreign markets a world of varied 
theory as to the specific cause, is 
that London, the natural beneficiary 
of a flow of gold from New York in. 
response to a further rise, is still 
incredulous. Another incident in the 
exchange market of the day was the 
rise in rates on Berlin to the year’s 
highest. But the same thing is true 
of the present market for exchange 
on every important European mar- 
ket except Paris and Rome, where 
Government itself has intervened to 
prevent a rise. In the main, this 
very general movement of rates 
“against New York’’—as the phrase 
used to be in older days—is a con- 
sequence of the unusually low New 
York money rate. The large out- 
flow of gold in the early months of 
1925 and in 1919 was in part at least 
a result of the same condition. 

In the second of the monthly 
“commodity index numbers’”’ the cal- 
culation of an advance of about 1 
per cent. in average prices during 
November is confirmed. It is again 
made evident, however, that the 
month’s rise was wholly in agricul- 
tural products, not in the metal and 
miscellaneous groups; which, indeed, 
are lower than they were a year ago. 

The Stock Exchange’s compilation 
of New York brokers’ borrowings at 
the end of November, which is al- 
ways a more comprehensive state- 
ment than the Reserve Board’s weekly 
report on “‘brokers’ loans,’’ indicates 
a somewhat larger increase for the 
month and the year than the weekly 
reports had shown. For November, 
the increase shown by the Stock Ex- 
change’s figures is $145,698,000, as 
against $139,144,000 reported for nearly 
the same period by the Federal Re- 
serve. For the past twelve months 
the Stock Exchange gives an increase 
of $962,674,000 against the Reserve 
Board’s $864,196,000. The divergence 
is due, as always, to the inclusion in 
the Stock Exchange report of loans 
by certain institutions such as pri-

As if getting its breath after the 
hectic trading of last week, the stock 
market. simmered down to normal 
proportions yesterday, with a turn- 
over about 600,000 shares under 
Friday’s figure. The market was 
mainly firm, but here and there de- 
veloped irregularities which, from 
the Wall Street viewpoint, reflected 
profit taking. There were a 
of strong spots, but in the main the 
market seemed to be taking its 
breath and marking time in expecta- 
tion of the President’s message to- 
day. Opening prices were moderate- 
ly lower, the reflection of an accu- 
mulation .of over-Sunday selling 
orders. Then in mid-morning pene 


were firmer, a condition which 
vailed ronan midday.

The President’s Message. 


Wall Street expected yesterday to 
pay a great deal of attention today 
to the President’s message, and es- 
pecially any part of the document 
which may deal with the railroads, 
The fact that consolidations have 
been held in abeyance pending a clar- 
ification of the Consolidation act by 
Congress and that no permission for 
consolidations is likely from the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission until 
the act is clarified, has led many 
railroad men to the belief that the 


President will suggest, in his mes- 
sage today, that this problem be hur- 
ried along to solution.

The. largest industrial exposition 
ever held and the largest show of 
any kind ever conducted in Grand 
Central Palace opened yesterday af- 
ternoon with 530 exhibitors. Its of- 
ficial title is the Sixth National Pow-

SUES ON A SUBLEASE. 


Tenant Seeks Injunction Against 
Barring a Jewish Lawyer. 


Mrs. Alice A. Allen, who has a 
ninety-eight-year “ease on a pent- 


house on the apartment building at 
82 Washington Square North, at the 
corner of Washitigton Place, filed an 
injunction suit in the Supreme Court 
yesterday against the Carsted Realty 
Corporation, which owns the build- 
ing, and against Maurice Deutsch, 
Henry W..Clark, Franklin T. Root, 
Frederick Evans and- Albert Talia- 
ferro, directors of the corporation, to 
restrain them from preventing her 
from carrying out a sublease with a 
‘‘prominent lawyer’’ for the sole rea- 
son that he is a Jew. 

Mrs. Allen, in -her. petition. said 
that the by-laws of the corporstion 
contained no restriction against ten- 
ants based upon “religious or other 
un-American grounds,’’ and asserted 
that on Oct. 15 last she made a lease 
for eleven months with the lawyer. 
His name was not disclosed, but, she 
says that he is ‘‘a member of a prom- 
inent firm, of good repute,’ unim- 
peachable character, of genial and 
peace-loving disposition, of excellent 
financial standing and the director 
of a trust company.’’. According to 
the rules of. the organization, she 
said, the directors must be consulted 
on any sublease, but it was under- 
stood that their decisions would not 
be arbitrary or unreasonable. 

When Mrs. Allen learned that her 
sublease to the lawyer would not 
be eebrenes she wrote to Henry W. 
Clark of 120 Broadway, Treasurer of 
the corporation, protesting. She at- 
tached his reply in which he said,

BOSCH MAGNETO CASE 
IS OPENED AT BOSTON 


M. E. Kern; One of 18 Defen- 
dants, Is Heard—A. Mitchell 
Palmer Among Those Accused. 





Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Mass., Dec. 5:.~Martin 
E. Kern of Allentown, Pa., took the 
stani today at the Federal Building 
as first witness in the $5,500,000 suit 
which the Federal Government is 
bringing against eighteen defendants, 
including prominent Boston bankers, 
all of whom are einee to have con- 
spired, for profit, the sale, 
organization and subsequent ‘man- 
agement of the Bosch Magneto Com- 
pany, Chicopee, seized by the Govy- 
ernment in 1918 as property of 
enemy aliens. 

The present Hearing, a preliminary 
action in tort, is before Arthur 
Black. master. Trial of the case in 
regular Federal Court will. follow. 

Kern was the nominal purchaser 
of the Bosch Company’s capital 
stock when it was offered in 1918 at 
auction by A. Mitchell Palmer, then 

Alien Property Custodian. Kern and 
Palmer are both defendants in the 
present action, as are Boston finan- 
ciers who, it is claimed, backed Kern 
and were the real buyers ef the 
Bosch stock. 

Lowell A. Mayberry, special counsel 
for the Goverument, asked Kern for 
correspondence which had passed be- 
tween him und Mr. Palmer, between 
Kern and the Bosch Megneto .Com- 
pany and between Kern ‘and ‘the 
firm of Hornblower & Weeks. Sev- 
eral members of the latter firm are 
ineluded in the list of. defendants. 

Kern said none of the requested 
correspondence was in ‘his posses- 
sion.. Mr. Mayberry then produced 
a letter, purporting to be from 
Hornblower..& .Weeks to Mr. Kern, 
outlining the firm’s agreement with 
Mr. Kern as to the proposed pur- 
chase of the Bosch stock. 

It is the contention of the Govern- 
ment that the sale of the Bosch stock 
to Kern was-.unlawful-and that the 
profits obtained by the defendants 
were likewise unlawful. 

In their several answers the defen- 
dants declare that no conspiracy ex- 
isted, that the sale was honestly con- 
ducted, that the price paid for the 
stock was fair, and that, far from 
making a profit from the deal, they 
have been oblijed to invest large 
sums of money-to keep the Bosch 
concern from bankruptcy.
